.The visit of the emperor of llrazil calls to 
mint) the visits of other royal persouftgo, to 
tbe United States. The first of those was 
William IV., SOD. ofJGcorgo III., who came 
to ris in 1782, R.I nridflTripman in ft British 
linc.of-battlc ship, one of Admiral l>ighy's 
fleet sent out to conquer us aa a rebellious 
colony. An attempt was made by Colonel 
OgJen, of the first New Jersey regiment, to 
capture him while bis vessel WAS lying off 
Now York, but the scUemo failed, §nd the 
jir.nco lived tc become kiuj> of Groat UriUin 
and iinclo of Qni;cn Victoria, who succeeded 
hini in 18:!7. 


Qneen YictoriYs father, the iluko of 


Kent, was a littsty guest of Boston A little 
later on, pawing tha city on tlio way to join 
his regiment, then stationed in Canada. Ho 
tmbseqneatly became governor of Nova 
Hcotit, and commandcr-In-chief of tho Brit- 
ish forces in North America. It was ia his 
honor that St. Johu'g Island changed its 
narao and has frince been known as Prince 
Edward iBland. 


In 17%LorjLs Philippe, accompanipd by 


bin two brothers, Duke da Montpoi:ster and 
Count do Reaujfrlaia, Undcd in PhiUdelpiiia, 
beftring letters of introduction from Gouv- 
ernenr Morris, then American minister to 
France. Ho travelled very extensively over 
tho country, and Bailed for Havana, whence 
ho intended sailing for Spain to see his 
exiled mother, but by orders from the 
court oE Madrid, bo via detained there 
Eome time. He returned lo the United 
States, sailed thence for England in 1SOO, 
became the "citizen king" of Franco, and 
died in England two years after the revolu- 
tion of 1818. 


ID 1803 Jerome Bonaparte, nineteen years 


of age, arrived m New York ; visiting Bal- 
timore he fell in love with Mias Vatteraon, 
and was accepted by her, and tunmed with 
great ceremony by the Citholic bishop of 
the diocese. In )SO:> he started for France, 
leaving his wife to follow. An order -of (he 
emperor problMted her entering France at 
any place, and nbn Raw her husband only 
onco after hia departure. Iho first consul 
bad the marriage annulled by his conncil of 
stale, and forco-l 
Jerome, who was hta 


yoangeat brother; to marry the daughter 
of the King of Wiirtembarg. Six tUye af- 
ter tho cert-iioay ho was mula kmg of 
\VestpbRlia. 


Joseph Bonaparte, n brother ono year 


older than thr- emperor, was by him mado 
to accept tbe kingdom .of Naples in 1800, 
and tha kingdom of Spain two years later. 
After Wellington's victory'at Waterloo, Jo- 
seph, with K^avo of his brother, qnittcd 
Prance, and, coming to the United States *a 
Count de SUIT j (Hern, parcbawd aa estate of 
1500 "lores of land in BordentowD. New Jer- 
sey, and acttled down to the life of an opu- 
lent gentl&rnan aud philosophical student. 
In 1830 be returned to France .to aid in ms* 
tuning the pr*Untion« of his ne^bew.lxmts 
Napoleon, to the throne, • an'd failing in thin 
ho went to Florence, where be died in ISU. 


Lucien Bonaparte, prince of Camno, was 


several years younger than the emperor. 
He came to the United States when a jotihg 
man, ud begaa life u ft'lanier oat West. 
He was a"hard student, devoting mnch of 
bia leisure to ornithology, aad. Y«ry xaa~ 
terially tuning Wilson, the Scotcliinan, ia 
bringing out his great work, on American 
ornithology. Nearly all the J«*raed aod 
scientific associations of Earop* voted htm 
an honorary membership. In the revola- 
tion of 1848 Luclen appeared taddenlj in 
Home aa a leader of the Bepablioan party, 
and in tho following year he became prem- 
cleul of tho constitncnt aammblj. At the 
resloraUon of tho pope ho • fl&d to France,
